This is to be used as a hospital in accordance 
with the request of the donor, and Grand Lodge 
on May 30, 1928, dedicated it as such. 


Grand Lodge, atits quarterly communica- 
tion June 18th last, authorized the erection of an 
addition to this property which willhave a capac- 
ity of approximately sixty patients and appro- 
priated $100,000 toward the erection and equipp- 
ing of same. It is estimated the cost will be 
$200,000 and, therefore, $100,000 is to be raised 
by voluntary subscription. 


It is proposed to use the hospital to care for 
chronic and incurable cases.
